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Title of the invention: Female Contact of Electrical Connector for Printed Circuit Board 



(Claim 1) 

A female contact (2) of an electrical connector for a printed circuit board, characterized 
in that a contact area (2a) has a shape of the bottom of a ship whose bow (2b) is directed 
toward a side into which a printed circuit board (1 ) is to be inserted. 

(Abridgment of the description) 

Figs. 1-4 relate to prior art. Whenateiminal la ofa printed circuit board 1 is inserted 
into a female contact 2 having a contact area 2a as shown in Fig. 2, it is sometimes difficult to 
establish a reliable connection due to dusts 3 built up on a sur&ce of the terminal la. 
According to tiie claimed invention, the contact area 2a is modified to have a sh£^ of the 
bottom of a ship, typically as shown m Fig. 9. The width of the contact area 2a is equal to or 
smaller than the width of the contact 2 and the contact area 2a is located such that the bow 2b 
is oriented to fece a direction in which the printed circuit board 1 is inserted When die 
printed circuit board 1 is inserted into an insulating housing 4 as shown in Fig. 1 or4soasto 
establish electrical contact with the contact 2, the bow-sh^)ed contact area 2a removes any 
dusts away from the sur£ace of the printed circuit board 1 as indicated by anows in Fig, Sb.
